DNR begins updating strategy for managing more than 4 million acres 


What do mountain biking, 
bird watching, snowmobiling 
and hunting have in com- 
mon? Besides being hobbies 
many Michigan residents 
and visitors love, these op- 
portunities to enjoy the great 
outdoors are available across 
the state thanks to the care- 
ful, thoughtful way the De- 
partment of Natural 
Resources takes care of the 
state’s public lands. 

The DNR is responsible for 
nearly 4.6 million acres of 
public lands owned by Michi- 
gan residents. When these 
lands — state parks, trails, 
game and wildlife areas, 
forests and other resources — 
are well managed, they con- 
tribute significantly to the 
health of Michigan’s resi- 
dents, environment and econ- 
omy. 

The condition and avail- 
ability of these outdoor 
spaces close to home are now 
more critical than ever, with 
more people out enjoying 
Michigan’s natural resources 
during the COVID-19 pan- 
demic.

- Anyone 17 or older must 
have a valid Michigan fish- 
ing license to fish. If you're 
under 17 you can fish with- 
out a license, but still need 
to observe all fishing rules 
and regulations. An adult 
actively assisting a minor 
who does not have a license 
must have a fishing license. 

- Before hitting the trails, 
purchase an ORV license or 
trail permit online. 

- Think about what you'll 
need for your adventure, 
and grab the right gear (in- 
cluding hand sanitizer). To 
get you started, REI offers a 
checklist for day hiking and 
other helpful lists for a va- 
riety of outdoor activities. 

- Many people like to 
swing by some state parks 
just to catch nearby 
evening fireworks displays. 
This year, however, the 
DNR will close state park 
day-use areas at 10 p.m. to 
help reduce crowds. 

Finally, remember to 
pack your patience. Al- 
though many of your fa- 
vorite outdoor spaces are 
reopening, some important 
restrictions (like wearing a 
face covering when inside 
enclosed indoor places and 
not congregating in large 
groups) are still in place for 
the safety and protection of 
visitors, volunteers and 
staff. 


NCMC Student and 
Community Resource Center 
to reopen September 8 


North Central Michigan 
College will reopen its Stu- 
dent and Community Re- 
source Center (SCRC) to the 
public on September 8, 2020, 
the first day of fall semester. 
Until then, SCRC team mem- 
bers will continue their 
preparations to ensure the 
health and safety of patrons. 
Such measures include vi- 
sual cues for social distanc- 
ing and mask wearing, 
multiple sanitation stations, 
limited capacity in the fit- 
ness rooms, and processes 
for staff cleaning of bor- 
rowed equipment. 

In accordance with Gov. 
Gretchen Whitmer’s execu- 
tive order, college personnel 
have been working remotely 
since mid-March, but began 
a phased return to their of- 
fices in mid-May. North 
Central’s Board of Trustees 
approved a formal return-to- 
work plan on June 23, which 
calls for all employees to re- 
turn to campus by July 6. 

“We will spend July and 
August carefully crafting the 
plan to safely welcome the 
public back to campus,” said 
North Central President 
David Roland Finley, Ph.D. 
“We want to be certain to do 
so in a manner that protects 
the health of students, com- 
munity members, and our 
faculty and staff.” 

Beginning July 13, com- 
munity members may visit 
campus by appointment and 
North Central’s Outreach 
Department will offer one- 
on-one and small group 
campus tours to interested 
prospective students. All 
student resources including 


academic advising, counsel- 
ing, and financial aid have 
occurred uninterrupted de- 
spite the campus closure. 

On May 11, Finley an- 
nounced that face-to-face in- 
struction would resume on 
September 8 with proper 
safety precautions, includ- 
ing thorough cleaning and 
disinfecting of buildings and 
classrooms, the use of 
masks and social distancing, 
and physical barriers such 
as sneeze guards in close- 
contact areas. 

Two contingency plans 
are being developed simulta- 
neously and may be imple- 
mented should there be a 
resurgence of Covid-19 in 
Northern Michigan. One 
plan calls for hybrid learn- 
ing (i.e., a class is taught on 
campus one week and then 
remotely the following 
week), and the other plan 
calls for wholly online in- 
struction, should circum- 
stances warrant. 

“Regardless of which of 
these three levels is utilized, 
we will work in earnest to 
deliver a high-quality educa- 
tion to our collegiate learn- 
ers,” Finley said. 

North Central is continu- 
ally monitoring and evaluat- 
ing college operations based 
on the latest information 
and recommendations from 
local, state and national 
health experts and officials 
regarding mitigating the 
spread of Covid-19. To 
streamline communications, 
the North Central website 
remains the vehicle for all 
Covid-19 updates.

The term wildlife might 
conjure up thoughts of 
large, exotic mammals in 
faraway places. Or perhaps 
some of the larger mammals 
we have in Michigan, such 
as a moose or a black bear, 
may come to mind. 

But wildlife isn’t just the 
big, iconic animals we tend 
to think of — it includes 
smaller species like bumble- 
bees and butterflies. 
Chances are, you have had 
first-hand experience with a 
wild animal no matter 
where you live. 

Wildlife is all around us. 
We all share the same habi- 
tat and are connected as dif- 
ferent parts of the same 
ecosystem. 

Snakes, coyotes, hawks 
and owls all prey on smaller 
mammals, some of which 
people frequently view as 
pests, like mice and rats. 
Wildlife like turkey vultures 
could be considered a sort of 
clean-up crew as they scav- 
enge and consume unsightly 
roadkill. 

Because wild animals of 
all sizes can be found 
throughout Michigan, they 
provide benefit to whatever 
habitat they live in, from 
forests and wetlands to 
farmlands and cities. 


Living with our 
wild neighbors 


Amazingly, many species 
have adapted and figured 
out how to survive in 
human-altered landscapes. 

Wild animals have been 
able to find a way to meet 
their needs even within our 
inner cities. Whether we in- 
tend to or not, people have 
changed the available habi- 
tat — we have created new 
habitat for ourselves and in 
the process created new 
habitat for wildlife. 

Not all species have been 
able to adapt to these dra- 
matic changes to their land- 
scapes, but many have. 

We cannot exist apart 
from wildlife, so we should 
put in a little effort to coex- 
ist with our wild neighbors. 

If you enjoy watching 
wildlife, there are a variety 
of steps you can take to im- 
prove your property for wild 
animals, even in urban 
areas. 

Pollinators such as bees 
and monarch butterflies — 
whose populations have de- 
clined dramatically in re- 
cent decades, threatening 
the food sources they polli- 
nate — need places to stop to 
get food. You can plant a va- 
riety of plants in pots that 
can be attractive to these 
species, making even a small 


neighbors. 

Over the past decade the 
agency has held focus 
groups, events, panel discus- 
sions, roundtables and other 
activities associated with the 
100 Men Campaign. As a re- 
sult, the WRCNM Violence 
Prevention Team found that 
local men are willing to stand 
up, get involved, and be posi- 
tive role models for their chil- 
dren and other men.

Conflicts with 


wildlife 


As with any neighbor, you 
might not always get along 
with wildlife or approve of 
their behavior. Fortunately, 
there are some options to 
deal with an unwanted visi- 
tor to your area. 

“Tf you wanted to attract 
wildlife to your property, 
you would consider what 
food or shelter you might be 
able to provide to them,” 
said Brian Roell, a DNR 
wildlife biologist from Mar- 
quette. “Discouraging 
wildlife follows a similar 
thought process, but instead 
of adding things like food or 
shelter for the wildlife, you 
would want to remove it.” 

Making your area an un- 
appealing habitat is a good 
first step to take to reduce 
the potential for conflicts. 

Roell suggests removing 
potential food sources, espe- 
cially bird feeders, and not 
leaving pet foods outside — 
you never know who might 
come around looking for a 
free meal. 

You can also try some 
“hazing” methods, which in- 
clude tactics like making 
loud noises, to make the 
wildlife view you as the un- 
friendly neighbor and seek a 
quieter neighborhood.

Being a good neighbor to 
wildlife is as simple as being 
mindful about how your ac- 
tions or property could be 
an attractive habitat. From 
there, you can make 
changes to either make your 
property more appealing to 
certain species or less so.

When habitat 
changes are not 
enough 


There are always those 
situations where, no matter 
what you do, you cannot 
seem to discourage an ani- 
mal from your area. Espe- 
cially when it is one of 
Michigan’s well-adapted 
species like coyotes, deer, 
turkeys and geese, which 
seem to thrive in urban 
areas. 

These animals may be 
well-suited for living in 
manmade habitats and hard 
to deter. 

This is especially true of a 
species like coyotes, which 
are territorial and may be 
less keen on leaving “their” 
space to go elsewhere. Not 
only are coyotes found 
everywhere in Michigan, 
but they have healthy popu- 
lations, so there probably 
are not many unoccupied 
territories left to choose 
from. 

If you live in a more rural 
area where outdoor recre- 
ation activities like hunting 
and trapping are allowed, 
you can remedy some of 
these issues during the open 
season for the species caus- 
ing the headache. 

“Hunting and trapping 
seasons give landowners op- 
tions for mitigating issues 
with wildlife, while still pre- 
serving them on the land- 
scape,” said Adam Bump, 
the DNR’s furbearer special- 
ist. “There are also some 
species that can be taken 
year-round.” 

Bump says that coyotes, 
raccoons, woodchucks 
(groundhogs) and skunks 
can be killed at any time by 
landowners or their de- 
signees employing other- 
wise lawful methods if these 
animals are doing, or about 
to do, damage to private 
property.

“The DNR issues permits 
to businesses that can pro- 
vide wildlife removal serv- 
ices for certain species,” 
said Casey Reitz, wildlife 
permit specialist with the 
DNR. “This helps give 
landowners an option for 


lationships based on equality, 
respect and reciprocity,” said 
Kloss. 

Kloss said that although 
the nation has awakened to 
the depth and breadth of vio- 
lence against women and 
children, much work re- 
mains and men involved as 
allies and role models is vital.

table for everyone.

dealing with unwanted 
wildlife on their property, 
particularly in those areas 
where hunting is not al- 
lowed. 

“Permittees use a variety 
of methods for removal that 
are safe in an urban or resi- 
dential setting. They can 
help landowners with re- 
moval of species like coyote, 
fox, muskrats, opossums, 
squirrels, woodchucks and 
skunks, to name a few.” 

The DNR also works 
closely with federal agencies 
to offer options for handling 
issues with Canada geese, a 
species protected by both 
federal and state laws, in 
urban areas. Specially per- 
mitted nuisance control 
companies can be hired to 
assist landowners with 
goose control programs. The 
U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture’s Wildlife Services also

Aggressive 
animals 


In those instances where 
there is an aggressive wild 
animal, particularly animals 
such as geese, swans, 
turkeys, deer and bears, 
landowners should get in 
touch with the nearest DNR 
Customer Service Center to 
let the local DNR staff know 
about the issue. As each sit- 
uation is unique, staff will 
first assess the problem and 
then determine the appro- 
priate action based on the 
species and location. 

Landowners can contact 
one of the nuisance wildlife 
control permittees for assis- 
tance with removal of 
species such as coyotes, fox,

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Take precautions with 
at-home fireworks 


Boom! Sparkle! 
Pop! Flash! Glitter- 
ing fireworks light- 
ing up the night sky 
are a signature of 
the Independence 
Day holiday. And 
though beautiful, if 
handled without care 
they have the poten- 
tial to ignite danger- 
ous wildfires. 

Fireworks cause 
nearly 18,500 fires a 
year in the US., 
burning structures 
and injuring people. 
Organizations like 
the National Safety 
Council recommend 
leaving fireworks in 
the hands of experts. 
No matter who is 
using fireworks, 
some simple swaps 
can help to keep the 
celebration fun and 
reduce risk. For ex- 
ample, sparklers are often 
given to young children but 
can burn up to 3,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Glow sticks, bub- 
bles and ribbon dancers are 
safer alternatives. 

“If fireworks are part of 
your celebration, take pre- 
cautions to prevent wildfires 
and keep friends and family 
safe from accidents,” said 
DNR fire prevention special- 
ist Paul Rogers. “Keeping an 
eye on the weather is impor- 
tant, too. Dry days with high 
winds are the riskiest.” 

Follow these tips to reduce 
risks with at-home fireworks: 

--Toss hand-held fireworks 
such as sparklers into a 
bucket of water when fin- 
ished. 

--Keep a water source ready 
to spray embers from fire- 
works. Spray the entire area 
where you’ve been using fire- 
works with water when done. 

--Don’t try to re-ignite fire- 
works that won’t go off. 

--Don’t launch fireworks 
into forests or fields. Dry

--Always supervise kids 
and keep fireworks away 
from your face and eyes. 

--Sky lanterns, also popular 
on holidays, can start wild- 
fires, too. The wires they 
leave behind can also entan- 
gle wildlife. 

Aerial fireworks such as 
Roman candles and all types 
of sky lanterns are prohibited 
in state parks. (An extra 
safety reminder: Though 
many people like to swing by 
state parks just to catch 
nearby evening fireworks dis- 
plays, this year the DNR will 
close state park day-use areas 
at 10 p.m. to help reduce 
crowds.) 

Planning to get some yard 
work done over the long 
weekend? Check 
Michigan.gov/BurnPermit to 
see if conditions are okay to 
burn brush and yard waste.

HOW TO SCOUT OUT THE BEST

Once you've become pre- 
qualified for a loan, you 
should be ready to put your 
house-hunting efforts into 
full gear.

Bird feeders can attract 
a lot more than local 
winged friends or the er- 
rant squirrel. They also 
can draw much larger 
creatures — like Michigan’s 
black bear — looking for a 
tasty treat. Black bears are 
omnivorous, opportunistic 
feeders, despite the abun- 
dance of available natural 
food sources, and bird feed- 
ers and garbage cans con- 
tain odors that can lure 
bears to backyards and 
camping areas in search of 
an easy meal. 

To avoid potential con- 
flicts with black bears, con- 
sider taking down bird 
feeders and removing 
other food sources like pet 
food, trash cans, grills and 
anything else that might 
contain food debris or 
odors. Protect honey bee 
hives with electric fencing. 

Bears remember where 
to find food sources and 
will return if food is avail- 
able. Bears that rely on 
these sources can en-

counter people, and that 
repeated exposure can al 
cause them to lose their 
natural fear of humans. 

"It’s important that these 
creatures maintain their 
natural instincts and re- 
main wild, because getting 
too close to humans can 
have dangerous conse- 
quences for them," said 
DNR wildlife outreach co- 
ordinator Rachel Leight- 
ner. "Those of us who live 
and recreate in Michigan's 
bear country share the re- 
sponsibility of avoiding ac- 
tivities that create problem 
situations for bears."
